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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner has carefully reviewed and considered 
the Applicant's request for reconsideration/arguments. However, Examiner does not find Applicant's arguments to be persuasive. For 
example, Applicant argues Oppedahl fails to disclose a storing a plurality of process documents and a plurality of technology files. Examiner 
asserts that Oppedahl discloses a database comprising a multiplicity of records (Col. 2, Lines 48-56). Examiner asserts the type of 
documents being stored does not change the function of the claimed invention. The function of storing document would be performed the 
same regardless of the type of documents. Examiner asserts Oppedahl is fully capable of utilizing process documents and technical files. 
Applicant also argues that Oppedahl fails to discloses determining a customer who has accessed the at least one document as per the 
proposed Claim 1; and that Oppedahhl , Yoshida, Mir combination fails to disclose "determining an imapct to a customer based on the 
search of the plurality of microelectronic fabrication design databases," as per Claim 32. Examiner asserts Applicant arguments are 
directed to newly added claim limitations which are not in consideration because the propose amendments to the claims raise new issues 
that require a new search and further consideration. 
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
